Oklahoma City, Okla., Nov. 20— 


Gov. J. C. Walton was removed from 
the office by the state senate court of 
Impeachment at 3.25 p. m. yesterday. 
The verdict was unanimous. 
'"The conviction was on Article 19, 
charging abuse of pardon and parole 
authority. 
Comvlctlon. on one count 


only was necessary for impeachment. 
The vote was 41 to 0. 


The court then prepared to vote on 


Article 2, charging the governor, with 
placing his-personal chauffeur oh the 
state payroll. A verdict of guilty was 
also returned on this charge, six sena- 
tors voting for acquittal. 


A member of Governor Walton's 


verdict was started, entered excep 
tions to the vote on both counts. The 
governor had not been represented 
since he withdrew from the trial Sat- 
urday. 


Governor Walton was acquitted of 


the charge of corruption in connection 
with the purchase of his residence 
here.-' The vote was 23 for conviction 
and IS against, which was less than 
the two-thirds majority needed for 
conviction.

padded the state payroll, dispersed a

TARIFF KEEPS OUT 


EUROPE'S GOODS 


New York, Nov. 19—The present 


tariff rates hamper Europe greatly in 
her efforts to pay American debts by 
shipping goods to this market, Benja- 
min M. Anderson, economist of 
the 


Chase National Bank, declared in an 
address today before the Academy of 
Political Science. 


He said the $2,000,000,000 
In gold 


sent to the United States during the 
past nine years, has injured Europe 
and done America little good, 


"It has become increasingly clear to 


bankers," he continued, "that Europe 
can pay her debts to us only if she is 
allowed-to send her good here, sell the 
goods in our markets, and turn the 
proceeds in dollars to her creditors 
here. 
The present 
excessive 
tariff 


rates hamper Europe" so greatly in 
this that she would have the gravest 
difficulty in making large payments 
here, even if She were otherwise in a 
position to undertake it."
